USE OF FORCE - PERSONAL WEAPONS

On August 16, 2011, Sergeants Brenda Parker, Sonja Bracken, and Lieutenant I 
esponded to Men’s Central Jail to assume the handle on a force investigation after 
learning an inmate sustained a fractured jaw. 


Investigators learned the following: 


On August 16, 2011, at approximately 0930 hours, Acting Supervising Line Deputy, Jason 
Johnson, 4 and Custody Assistant Vernice Mogo, == were administering 
Discipline Review Boards to pre-discipline inmates in the 2401 Pre-Discipline Dorm Day 
Room of Module 2200/2400. When Inmate Sims’ name was called, he replied, “No Sims 
here,” and ran out of the open day room door, and down the 2200/2400 module stairs. 
Deputy Johnson immediately broadcast to deputy personnel via his hand-held radio that 
Inmate Sims was running down the 2200/2400 module stairs. 


Deputy David Gonzales, Ed who was working downstairs as the 2200 Module 
Officer, saw Inmate Sims run from the 2200/2400 upstairs hallway to the 2200/2400 
downstairs hallway. Inmate Sims then ran toward the 2201A Day Room door. Inmate 
Sims attempted to go inside the day room, but could not get in because the door was 
locked. Inmate Sims, realizing he could not get into the 2201A Day Room, turned around 
and looked from side to side, and down the hallway. Deputy Gonzales ordered Inmate 
Sims to lie down on the floor. Inmate Sims did not comply. Instead, Inmate Sims ran 
rapidly toward Deputy Gonzales, closing the distance. Inmate Sims pushed Deputy 
Gonzales on his right side and attempted to get past him. Deputy Gonzales grabbed 
nmate Sims by his left shoulder and right arm, and directed his momentum toward the wall 
in front of the 2200 Module Officer's cage. Inmate Sims’ face hit the wall, dazing him. 
Deputy Gonzales handcuffed Inmate Sims without further incident. 


nmate Sims was treated by the IRC medical staff, and subsequently transferred to Los 
Angeles County Medical Center (LCMC). Inmate Sims sustained a Mandible Fracture to 
the right side of his face (Jaw).

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INVESTIGATOR OBSERVATIONS 


IAB Investigators observed Inmate Sims’ injuries in person as well as on photographs and 
video. The injuries appear to be consistent with statements received from the involved 
deputy and Inmate witness during the Force Review. The area where the incident 
occurred was inspected. There was no evidence that O.C. Spray, a taser or any other 
force was used during this incident. 


JAB Note: Inmate Sims indicated in his transcribed interview that he 
was sprayed with “mace,” (Pages 4 and 19), confronted 
with a taser, (pages 4 and 18), and kicked by Sheriff 
Department Personnel (page 20). 


WEAPONS USED BY DEPUTY PERSONNEL 


Personal Weapons: Deputy Gonzales used his hands to guide Inmate Sims to the wall, 
and hand-cuff him. 


WEAPONS USED BY THE SUSPECTS 


Personal Weapons: Suspect Sims used his hands to push Deputy Gonzalez. 


CRIMINAL INVESTIGATOR/CHARGES FILED 


No criminal charges were filed. 


LIGHTING AND WEATHER CONDITIONS 


The incident occurred in the downstairs 2200 /2400 Module Hallway. The area was well 
illuminated by ceiling lighting.

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INVOLVED EMPLOYEE STATEMENTS 


Gonzales, David 


Deputy David Gonzales was interviewed on August 16, 2011, by Sergeants Brenda Parker 
and Sonja Bracken, at Men’s Central Jail. His interview was digitally recorded. 


IAB Note: Deputy David Gonzales was interviewed on October 24, 2011, 
Via telephone by Sergeant Brenda Parker regarding 
clarifying questions. 


Deputy Gonzales said that at 0930 hours, Deputy Johnson and CA Mogo were upstairs in 
the 2401 Pre-Discipline Day Room conducting Discipline Review Board hearings. He said 
when they opened the door, Inmate Sims ran out of the dorm and started running 
downstairs. Deputy Gonzales said he heard Deputy Johnson on the radio say, “Inmate 
running out of 2401.” Deputy Gonzales said upon hearing the radio traffic, he heard 
footsteps “crashing down the stairs.” Deputy Gonzales said he saw Inmate Sims running 
down the stairs, and once Inmate Sims got to the bottom of the stairs, he ran to the right, 
toward the 2201A Day Room. 


IAB Note: See exhibit “D,” photographs of the route Inmate Sims ran 
(from the 2401A Day room upstairs to the 2201A Day Room 
downstairs). 


Deputy Gonzales said when Inmate Sims arrived at the door of the 2201A Day Room, the 
door was closed and he could not get in. 


Deputy Gonzales said he stepped out of the officer's station, followed Inmate Sims down 
the 2200/2400 Module downstairs hallway. He said from approximately 15-20 feet away, 
he gave Inmate Sims orders to lie on the ground. He said he told Inmate Sims to “Just 
relax. Get on the ground, get on the ground, relax.” Deputy Gonzales said he spoke to 
nmate Sims calm and easy. He said Inmate Sims looked at him, looked from side to side, 
then looked past him. He said Inmate Sims then “bolted” right at him. He said Inmate 
Sims came toward his right side and pushed him to the left in order to get past him. 


Deputy Gonzales said as Inmate Sims pushed him and tried to get past him, he grabbed 
Inmate Sims’ left shoulder and right arm from the back, and pushed him against the wail. 
He said because of Inmate Sims’ speed, the left side of Inmate Sims’ face hit the wall, and 
the inmate became dazed. Deputy Gonzales said while Inmate Sims was dazed, he 
(Deputy Gonzales) was able to handcuff him without further incident. Deputy Gonzales 
said Deputy Johnson arrived, but the incident was Code 4 and there was no need for him 
o intervene. 
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Deputy Gonzales said he did not use any other type of force against Inmate Sims. He also 
stated he did not see any other employee use pepper spray, a taser, or any other type of 
force against Inmate Sims. 


SWORN WITNESS 
JOHNSON, Jason, Deputy Sheriff +A 


Deputy Johnson was interviewed on August 16, 2011, by Sergeants Brenda Parker and 
Sonja Bracken, at Men's Central Jail. His interview was digitally recorded. 


1AB Note: Deputy Jason Johnson was interviewed on October 24, 2011, 
Via telephone by Sergeant Brenda Parker regarding 
clarifying questions. 


Deputy Johnson said on August 16, 2011, he was assigned as the Acting Supervising Line 
Deputy on the 2000 floor at Men’s Central Jail. He said he and Custody Assistant Mogo 
were conducting Disciplinary Review Hearings upstairs in the 2401A Day Room of Module 
2200/2400. He said they entered the Day Room and left the entry door open and unlocked 
for officer safety purposes. He said he instructed the inmates to sit on their bunks to wait 
for their review board hearings. 


Deputy Johnson said when he called for Inmate Sims, an inmate, later identified as Inmate 
Sims, stated, “No Sims in here,” and ran out of the open day room door, and down the 
stairs of Module 2200/2400. Deputy Johnson said he immediately broadcast to the 2000 
floor deputy personnel to “Stop the inmate running down stairs,” via his handheld radio. 
Deputy Johnson said he followed Inmate Sims downstairs. 


Deputy Johnson said when he arrived downstairs in the 2200/2400 hallway, he saw that 
Deputy Gonzalez had restrained Inmate Sims, and pinned him “face first” against the wall 
in front of the Module 2200 Officer Security Cage. Deputy Johnson said Deputy Gonzales 
gained control of Inmate Sims’ hands and placed him in handcuffs without further incident 
Deputy Johnson said he did not assist Deputy Gonzales with restraining inmate Sims 
because Deputy Gonzales already had Inmate Sims under control. Deputy Johnson said 
once Inmate Sims was handcuffed by Deputy Gonzales, he saw the inmate “slump” to the 
ground urder his own momentum. 


Deputy Johnson said he did not use any force against Inmate Sims. He also stated he did 


not see any other employee use pepper spray, a taser, cr any other type of force against 
Inmate Sims. 
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Deputy Johnson said he escorted Inmate Sims to an open cellin Module 2400, B-row, and 
secured him in cell B-13. He said once he secured the inmates in the 2401 Day Room, 
He notified Sergeants Meza and Poncedeleon of the force he witnessed. 


CIVILIAN WITNESS 
MOGO, Vernice, Custody Assistant +i 


Custody Assistant Vernice Mogo was interviewed on August 31, 2011, by Sergeant Brenda 
Parker, via telephone. Her interview was digitally recorded. 


Custody Assistant Mogo (C/A Mogo) said Inmate Sims was written up regarding 
disciplinary problems and was held in the 2401A Pre-discipline Day Room with other 
inmates. C/A Mogo said that on August 16, 2017, she and Deputy Johnson were in the 
process of conducting Disciplinary Review Hearings to determine what kind of loss 
privileges the inmates would get. 


C/A Mogo said she and Deputy Johnson entered the 2401A Day Room. She said they 
asked all of the inmates to wake up and sit on their bunks. She said they started calling 
the inmates names one at a time, in order to conduct the hearings. She said when they 
called Inmate Sims’ name, there was no response. She said they called his name a 
second time because they noticed there was still one inmate asleep on his bunk. She said 
when they called the second time, the inmate who was asleep on his bunk got up and ran 
out the dorm. 


C/A Mago said she yelled, “Stop, where are you going?” She said the inmate continued 
to run, and ran down the staircase. She said Deputy Johnson “put out” radio traffic and 
she secured the 2401A Day Room. She said she remained in the 2401A Day Room while 
Deputy Johnson walked out of the 2401A Day Room and down the stairs. She said she 
made sure no other inmates ran out of the 2401A Day Room. She said she told the 
remaining four inmates in the day room to lie down on their bunks, and told them that she 
would be back later to conduct their hearings. She said she then exited the 2401A Day 
Room and closed the door. She said she secured the trusties and waited outside the door 
for about five minutes. She said she left and continued the disciplinary hearings in another 
dorm. 


C/A Mogo said that prior to calling Inmate Sims’ name, she did not have any contact with 
him. She said she did not even know that the inmate who ran out of the dorm was Inmate 
Sims until later that day. She said she realized it was Inmate Sims because she had done 
all the other disciplinary hearings, and he was the only cne missing. 
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C/A Mago said she does not carry a taser. She stated that she did not use a taser in any 
fashion toward Inmate Sims, nor did she see anyone else with a taser. C/A Mogo said 
Inmate Sims had been housed in the 2401A Pre-disciplinary Dorm for a day and a half 
before the incident occurred. She said Inmate Sims was written up and sent to the Pre- 
disciplinary Dorm for creating a disturbance and stealing from other inmates property bags. 


INMATE WITNESS 


Inmate las interviewed on August 16, 2011, by Sergeant Jorge Meza, at Men’s 
Central Jail. His interview was digitally recorded. 


Inmate ls aid he was in the downstairs 2201A Day Room eating. He said Inmate 
Sims ran to the day room door and tried to get in, but the door was locked. He said he 
asked Inmate Sims what he was doing. He said Inmate Sims did not say anything. Inmate 

aid inmate Sims “took off” running toward Deputy Gonzales. He said Deputy 
Gonzalez told Inmate Sims to stop running. He said Inmate Sims did not stop running, nor 
did he say anything. Inmate {said Deputy Gonzalez then threw Inmate Sims 
against the wail and hand-cuffed him. 


Inmate [IE said he did not see Deputy Gonzalez or any other Deputy or Custody 
Assistant “punch” Inmate Sims or use O.C. Spray, flashlight strikes, or a taser on him. 


SUSPECT STATEMENTS 
SIMS, Charles #2840199 


Inmate Charles Sims was interviewed on August 16, 2011, by Sergeants Brenda Parker 
and Sonja Bracken at Los Angeles County Medical Ceater (LCMC). His interview was 
digitally recorded. 


JAB Note: Inmate Sims was interviewed by Lieutenant April Tardy and 
Acting Sergeant Jorge Meza on August 16, 2011, at Men’s 
Central Jail. See Exhibit “E” for CD of MCJ Watch 
Commander's interview. 


IAB Note: Inmate Sims appeared to be mentally disturbed, and 
rambled throughout the interview. He stated that he 
suffered from depression and has taken Psych Medication 
in the past. 
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Inmate Sims said he walked out of the 2401A day room because he was “not under arrest.” 
He said when he reached the stairwell, CA Mogo came out of the day room and said, “Hold 
it, hold it,” and pulled out her taser. 


IAB Note: CA Mogo said she does not carry a taser. She stated that 
she did not use a taser in any fashion toward Inmate Sims, 
nor did she see anyone else with a taser. 


Inmate Sims said he started skipping down two flights of stairs because he was not going 
to “let her get a good shot” at him with the taser. Inmate Sims said when he arrived on the 
bottom floor, a deputy said, “Come here you mother fucka. | got you now. You can't go 
no where.” Inmate Sims said he started walking backwards and told the deputy that he 
didn’t want any problems. Inmate Sims said he made a right turn and became stuck ata 
gate. He said the deputy started spraying pepper spray, so he put his hand up to block the 


spray. 


IAB Note: All involved personnel stated they did not use Pepper Spray, 
nor did they see anyone use Pepper Spray during this 
incident. 


Inmate Sims said the next thing he knew, he had been hit in the face by something that felt 
like a brick. 


IAB Note: See exhibit “G,” photographs of Inmate Sims after the 
incident occurred. The photographs show that Inmate 
Sims did not receive any injuries to his body in 
addition to his fractured jaw.
